The action of snake venom on cold 
blooded animals has been tested by Dr. 
Noguclil in a long series of experi­ 
ments. 
Three venoms were employed 
—viz, those of the cobra, water moc­ 
casin 
and 
r ttlesnakc. 
Snakes and 
frogs succumb easily to cobra ven­ 
om, but are relatively insusceptible to 
the other venoms. 
Turtles are more 
su^ optible to all venoms than the 
foregoing, and tlsh arc still more so. 
The grasshopper and some crabs are 
almost insusceptible, while the lobster 
is ouiy r. alerately resistant. 
Except­ 
ing the earthworm, all the worms show­ 
ed a low degree of susceptibility.

nodermnta;

urchins 
succumbed, 
however, but starfish and sea cucum­
